Two Women Claim Prisoner 


Now in Troup Jail, 


S00n After Brown Married Near La- 
Grange Another Alleged Wife 
Showed Up from Alabama 
and Swore Out War- 
rants for Him. 


LaGrange, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)\—In 
the county jail of Troup county are at 
present domiciled one man and two wom- 
en, both of the latter laying claim to being 
the wife of the aforesaid man. 

The man and wife No. 2 are locked up 
.fn a cell in the upstairs of the jail, while 
wife No. | is downstairs, the guest o% 
the sheriff and his family. 

Against the two inmates of the upstairs 
cell have been sworn out warrants for 
bigamy, preferred by wife No. 1, of 
the downstairs part of the jail. 

Three weeks ago a woman named Mrs.

Way at Dixie mills. The next day a man 
by the name of J. C. Brown, also of 
Tallassee, appeared. 

It seems that the woman contracted 
smallpox and was confined to her room 
with the disease. The man waited upon 
her, and as soon as she recovered he went 
to the ordinary’ and took out a license 
and the two were married last Sunday by 
Rev. J. L. Rickey, of Dixie. 

last week a letter was received by 
Chief of Police Harris describing the 
couple and asking the chief to look out 
for them. The letter was signed by Mrs. 
Bettie Brown, of Tallassee, Ala., and in 
it she stated that Brown had deserted 
her and run off with a Mrs. Emma Rob- 
erison. The letter also stated that Brown 
was the husband of the writer and that 
they were the parents of six children, ali 
of whom he had deserted. 

It was also claimed that the woman in 
the case was a married woman, having 
one child and a living husband, although 
she had not been living with him for 
some time. Chief Harris wrote Mrs. 
Brown to send warrants and that he 
would make the arrest. 

Thursday night Chief Harris went over 
to the Attaway house and arrested both 
Brown and the woman whom he-.had 
married the previous Sunday. Brown 
was most vehement in protesting that if 
separated from his recently acquired wife 
he would cut his throat, claiming that 
he could not live without her.

“Knowing that Brown had a wife and 
children,’’ asked Chief Harris of the 
woman at the time of the arrest, ‘‘why 
did you marry him?’

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MEN CAN LIVE 
FOR 150 YEARS 


Dr. Sperry, of Oberlin, Dis- 
agrees with Dr. 
Osler. 


Chicago, March 6.—Man may live hap- 
 pily and ustefully for 150 years, accord- 
ing to Dr. Lyman Beecher Perry, ef 
Onerlin, Ohio, who has expressed this 
belief in an address on science of liv- 
jag, before the Young Men’s Christian 
Association of Chicago. 

“After a third of a century of scien- 
tific study, such is my conclusion,” said 
Dr. Sperry. “The destructive forces 
‘hich bring about the present low aver- 
age of longevity were manifold, but I 
believe it is possible to enjoy good health 
and activity up to a century and a half 
by a proper understanding of the human 
possibilities, and the exercise of this 
knowledge.”’ 

Dr. Sperry’s subject was the “Science 
of Living,’ his main object, apparently, 
being to point out the influences which 
retard longevity, with stress on the 
theory that immorality has a direct bear- 
ing on the physical being. 

Climatic conditions, according to Dr. 
Sperry, have been reduced to statistics, 
proving beyond doubt that both torrid 
and frigid atmosphere tend to shorten 
existence. All the longevity worth men- 
tloning, it was claimed, existed in the 
temperate zone. 

In relation to the destructive force 
of evil habits, Dr. Sperry spoke at length, 
ane his scathing treatment of drink, to- 
bacco and opium was said to be derived 
fiom personal association with victims.

TAFT TO REIGN 
IN CANAL ZONE 


Secretary of War Will Retain 
————huthority 


Declares Inaction of Congress Means 
Retention of Present Form of 
Government in Panama—Su- 
preme Court Decision 
Furnishes Precedent, 


Washington, March 6.—Owing to the 
failure af congress to provide new jeg- 
islation for the government of the canal 
zone, Secretary Taft was confronted 
with the question ag to whether he could 
continue to administer the affairs of the 
cuna] zone. This question he today de- 
cided in the affirmative. 

A statement issued by the war depart- 
r.ent quotes a supreme court decision in 
the case of civil government instituted 
by the military in California and New 
Mexico when congress failed to provide 
for its administration to the effect that 
the inference from the enaction of con- 
gress was that the government !n force 
was meant to be continued until it had 
been legislatively changed. 

Following this precedent, the govern- 
ment of the canal zone wil} continue to 
be administered according to the laws 
&nd executive orders now in force, and 
General Davis has been cabled accord- 
ingly. 


LUMBER DEALERS 
ARE BANKRUPTS 


Saxton and Company, Large 
Exporters, in Hands of 
Court, 


Knoxville, Tenn., March 6.—H. N. Sax- 
ton & Co., limited, lumber’ exporters, 
have been thrown into bankruptcy by 
creditors. Insolvency has been admitted 
by the firm and a willingness declared 
to be adjudged bankrupt. 

Creditors who join in the petition which 
was filed at a late hour in the federal 
court represent claims of only $26,000, 
but it is believed that the aggregate of 
the liabilities may reach $300,000. 

The creditors who file the petition are 
the Loomis & Hart Lumber Company, of 
Chattanooga, Tenn.; Thompson & Tha- 
yer, of Evansville, Ind., Stonega, Va.; 
and Coke Company, of Stonega, Va; 
Virginia Coal and Iron Company and the 
Tugg River Lumber ompany, of Bristol, 
Tenn. 

The Saxton company is one of the lar- 
gest lumber companies in the south. For 
some months it has been in financial 
straits. A meeting of creditors was held 
and the company has practically been 
operating under a_ trustee since its 
troubles first became known. The com- 
pany owns two large local mills and the 
assets may pay off all indebtedness. 


Another Whisky Case, 


Augusta, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)—De- 
cember 9, 1904, Theo Basch, deputy col- 
lector of internal revenue, seized 125 gal- 
lons of whisky in this city and a case 
was docketed, not against the person 
holding it, but the 125 gallons of whisky.

NEGRO FILLS WHITE PULPIT. 


Rev. W. H. Shepard, Colored Mission- 
ary, Tells of His Interest- 
ing Work. 

Rev. W. H. Shepard, colored, the re- 
turned missionary from Africa, is at- 
tracting much attention in the local 
Presbyterian churches at the present 
time. 

The Rev. Shepard is the colored man 
who went to Africa with Rev. Mr. Laps- 
ley, the son of Judge Lapsley, of Ala- 
bama.

The handing down.of 
a decision by the supreme court on the 
qvestion of the injunction against the

; of a decision in the past. Some 
P at of this response was due probably 
ito the doubt and confusion over the 
scope of the decision, due to conflicting 
reports on the subject, and the withhold- 
ing of the opinion accompanying the de- 
cision. The receipt of the news was 
unexpected, and may have found plans 
for action on it unprepared. There was 
ratural skepticism also ag to whether the 
definitive result had been reached clearing 
away the possibilities of further ohstruc- 
tion to the operation of the plan to dis- 
tribute the assets of the company. There 
wis some revival of activity again in tne 
stocks immediately affected, when the 
cefinite character of the decision became 
better Understood. But this subject has 
so often and so powerfully figuréd as a 
ifector in lifting the market, that the
